Deraatating fireti 
h»T« awept through the western part of 
Cherry and Ortrnt conutieii, baruing on 
the north tide of the Bnrlington and 
Miaaonri railwav track to within about 
fonr milea of this city. Lashed ou by u 
furioaa wiiid, the lires traveud at a 
pace that carried conoicriiaticjn as well 
M deatmctiun. 

The Are north of tlie railroad was set 
the first of the week, by a iiiau and his 
pipe, about 10 miles north of Alliance 
The man was intoxicated and in filling 
and liphtinif his pipe tlir< w the buriii 
match on tlie ^T'liuid \vh( re it ii^nii 
the j;rass. m an instant a firo started 
which, tanned by the nortlnvest wind 
at ouco set out ou its mission of ile^truc 
tion.

It is reported two men were burned 
at MuUeu.

At present the lire is 
largely contined to the isolated districts 
of bheridan. (Jrant, Thomas and Cherry 
counties. Little iufornmtion is obtain- 
able, as the lire is swept by a high wind 
first in one dirtctiou and thon in an- 
other but the lo»8 is knowu to be he;'vy.

Hundreds of tlioiisands of head of 
cattlo are grazing in Cherry, Tho.nas, 
Grant and other cou'ities, where these 
flre,s are raging. These cattle wer.- .sent 
there from the Kourhern part of the 
Stat*", where the drouth has Ijeeii li lt so 
heavily, and were taken to the nortlunn 
counties to graze for t lie winter. It i.s 
feared that a larL'c proportion of these 
cattle havt( iierished in tlie liames. It 
is almost iiii])(issihle to get any drlinitu 
iiiform.tt on coin'erning the fires, as 
they are at .some distance from the rail- 
way stations. 

The loss to the farmers and stock 
raisers w.U be enormous, and, coming 
as it doi's on tlie top of the drouth, t,io 
situation will be hard to bear- this win- 
ter. It will be several days before any 
definite details as to the loss of life and 
property will be known, since those 
who have fied from their homes to the 
water courses to avoid the flames will 
not leave them while the hres are being 
•0 GOOStautiy sliifted by the high wind. 

MINE ACCIDENT 



DEATH O F OR. H ELMBOLD. 
Tha Vamona Baohn Man Snddenly Dl<m of 

Apoplrxy. 

Trenton, Oct. 26.— Dr. H. T. Ilnlm- 
bold of extract of Buchn fame, '''"d 
■nddenly of apoDlexy ywtarday in the 
■tate asylnni for tha inaaiM in this city. 
He was 67 > ears of aga, and haabaeu m 
inmate of the institntton abont tl>«e 
years. Dr. Helmbold became insane, 
supposedly through exoeases, about 15 
years ago. He was sent to the Pennsy 1 • 
Tania asylum at Norrlstown. and spent 
aevaral years thera, whan his wtfa ae> 
cured his release. 

He then resumed his patent medicine 
bosiness and became a millionalro. For 
many years he conducted a drag8tor(> iu 
the C/ontinental hotel building in Phila- 
delphia and later iu the Herald build- 
ing, at Broadway and Ann streets, New 
York. Several years ago he took up his 
residence in Long Branch, whore he. at 
different times, entertained Creneral 
Urant and other dignitaries. His men- 
tal malady developed new phn.seH and 
his conduct led to hi.s confinement in 
the asylum lure. At times he was 
rational but very often violent, when ho 
was put under restraint. He made four 
or five attempts to escaiK'. W'ednei-diiy 
his attendant found a bundle of b'tii rs 
which Dr. Halmbold bad written and 
addressed to (iovernor Wertsand others. 
In these he stated that he was t-ane aiui 
would pay libmUy for hia (Nsdom.

IitoN wy<ii), Mich., Oct. 20. — What 
may jirove to be the worst acoident in 
tho history of the Menominee range oc 
cnrred ou the fourth level of shaft 
No. 1 at the Pewabic mine at 3 o'clock 
y«sterdtiy nfternuuu. One man is 
known to have been killed and 11 others 
are entombed and tneir fate will not be 
known for 18 hours, as it will take that 
length of time for as large a force of 
men as can be employed m tiie narrow 
shaft to clear away thembnah. 

The accident was caused by the sand* 
stone capping which overhung the 
room, coming away with sufficient force 
to crush the timbers without warning. 
The settling commenced in an old ^room 
above the third level about 100 feet in 
height. 

In an interview Superintendent Brown 
expressed himself as being confldeut 

that all the entombed men would be 
taken out alive. This will depend very 
much on whether the rir is pure and of 
suflicient ((uantity to keep them alive. 
Some miners interviewed seem to think 
that the supply will not prove sufflcieut 
and that it is charged with poisonous 
gasses. The III Illy of Frank (iabardi, tiie 
man killed, has been taken out. Among 
tile men imprisoned are John Karrell, 
Peter Uellberg, William liickard and 
WilUam Thomak All have families.

■Wedne.iday afternoon rode a bicycle in 
the uupuralleled time of l:tt0 2-5, almost 
14 seooiida faster than any single rider 
has ever covered Ijhe distance iu the 
world; six seconds nTaater than any 
tandem has ever negotiated the dis- 
tance, and oue-tenth second faster thau 
the world's record for mnning horses— 
1:85 1-2, made by SAlvator ou a straight 
track at Monmouth Park, N. J., Augr. 
38, 1890. 

Johnson rode the course in heavy 
black tighto and two thick sweaters, 
which tended to impede the free play of 
his muscles. Electrical timing arrangu 
ments were provided, and each <iuurier 
was checked at both start aud fluish, no 
that there can be no doubt of the accu- 
racy of the performance. 

The first quarter was covered iu31 2-5 
seconds, crowding closely the best rec- 
ord for a thoroughbred horse for tho 
same distance, 'iliis wus on the dowu- 
grodo quarter. In the second quarter, 
which was up hill, they went tne dis- 
tance in 35 ii-5 seconds, making the half 
in 46 4-6 seconds, four-fifths of a second 
lower thau the half-mile record held by 
the California tilly, Geraldiuu. The 
quarter was made in 25 seconds, mak- 
ing the time for the three-fourths o:' a 
miles 2 i-o seconds slower than the 
three-fourtlis made by Domino last fall.

London, Oct. 20.— A dispatch from 
Tokio says Count Ynmngata, command* 
er in-chief of the .Tapanese forces in 
Corea, has reported to tho poverument 
at Tokio that a detachnn'iit of 1,(500 
Japanese infantry crossed the 'Vala 
river on the morning of Oct 34, al 
Sukoohin, above Wi-Ju. 

Shortly after crossing the river the 
troope met a body of Chinese, oompoeed 
of 000 cavalry aud 100 infanta^, with 
two cannon. The Japanese at onoe 
made an attack upon tne enemy, and 
the latter fled, leaving behind them the 
two guns and a large number of mne* 
kots. The Chinese lost SO killed and 
wounded, but there was not a single fa* 
tality amang the Japanese. The latter 
alse seised a fort near the scene of the 
engagement 

A detachment of the Japanese forces 
is advancing upon Laish.iyen, and the 
main body is crossingthe Yalu river. 

A dispatch, dated Wi-Ju, Oct 94, ap* 
pareutly delayed in transmission, waa 
reoeived here yesterday evening, givlnff 
details of the above tight. It says thai 
the Japanese were ferried over the 
Yalu river at Sukochln at daybreak. 
Cbiuoso earthworks had been thrown 
up to oppos*> tho Japanese force, but a 
slight devi.'itiou enabled the Japanese 
to cross the river aud land without op- 
position. The Chinese fled after the 
first few rounds were fired at thum. 
The .Ittpancse eajitured thii works with 
a rush. The ("hmese fied to the bat- 
teries that had been consfriu ted lower 
down the river, throwing away llieir 
arms in their flight. These were found 
to be anti(in£ted muskets. 

Thr advar.ced detachment now holds 
the Hukochin ferry to guard the passage 
of the Japanese main body, the ad- 
vauccB of wl-,i< h willcommem e at dawu 
tomorrow iTiiursdayi. The .la))auese 
engineers have pontoons thrown rn-ross 
the river iu readnmss for the army to 
pass over. The Chinese are s'iil iu 
force in tlie batteries opposite Wi-Ju. 
Their strength h.is not -.uaterially iu- 
creasod during the past wiek The 
main attack upou the Chinese position 
will be delivered before Sunday.
